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GOVERNMENT TO SET MOST ADVANTAGEOUS PRICE ON OIL 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 25 Dec 79 pp 1, 2 


(Excerpts] Minister of Mining and Energy Soebroto stated that Indonesia 
will set a price on oil that is most advantageous to national interest in 
such @ way that it remains competitive in the sales of indonesian petroleum. 


Minister Soebroto's statement was made at the Cabinet Secretariat Building 
after a plenary cabinet session yesterday. 


He said that we must be able to compete with other countries, because the 
current world oil market is still unsteady. We must watch the oil price 
of other nations, he said. 

Questioned about OPEC's oil pricing, Soebroto said, "I think it doesn't 
make any difference, because we have decided not to make any commitment 
concerning price in the light of the unstable market situation. 





The possibility for us to further increase our latest set price still exists, 
he continued: “the price will automatically go up again if something happens 
in the market which causes a decrease in oil supply.” 


Asked whether this would mean that all previous economic considerations are 
to be abandoned, Soebroto said: “If the oil supply falls far below its 
demand, the market will automatically increase the oil price, although we 
do not raise the price ourselves.” 


Naturally, this would result in the worsening of the world economic situation, 
but there is nothing that can be done to avoid it, because that's the way it 
is with the market. The existence of spot price indicates that oil is indeed 
in short supply, he concluded.

OlL SALES ON SPOT MARKET GO TO ESTABLISHET CUSTOMERS 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 9 Jan 80 p 12 


(Text] Minister of Mining ad Energy Professor Soebroto said that Indonesia 
is indeed selling o11 on the spot market, but oriy when there is some oil 
available after contract commitments. Furthermore, the oil sales on the 
spot market go to established customers only, and not to the free market. 


"Selling oil on the spot market is unl‘ke selling peanuts to Tom, Dick and 
Harry, but only to our established customers," Minister Soebroto told 
reporters at the Department of Mining yesterday. 


He added that before making oil sales on the spot market, we must fulfiil 
the entire needs of our customers. Then, if we have some oil to spare, we 
sell it on the spot market at a price higher than the contract price. 


"We must not deprive ourselves of good opportunities, but we must make good 
use of them,” Soebroto said. 


As reported, Indonesian os has indeed been sold on the spot market at a 
price higher than the official export price. As a matter of fact, indonesia 
cannot sell her crude oil at a price higher than the prevailing official 
price, because she is voound by the uniformity of the OPEC price agreement and 
also by the fulfillment of signed contract volumes. 


According to information derived from data published in a foreign journal, 
3,212,000 barrels of Indonesian oil were sold on the spot market at $2 to 
$12 higher than the Indonesian official price per barrel between 1 January 
1979 and 31 May 1979. Among the transactions, one party was sold twice 
through the spot market, and another party was sold three times, with an 
increase in price each time. 


Furthermore, 1,679,000 more barrels of Indonesian oil were sold on the spot 
market between 1 June and 30 September 1979, at a price ranging between $3 
and $13 per barrel higher than the official export price. 


Pertamina has stated that none of its own crude oil was sold on the spot 
market. Its entire production is sold to its established customers which 
are covered by long-term contracts.

GOVERNMENT PROJECTIONS ON FOREIGN AID, EXPORTS, IMPORTS 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 8 Jan 80 pp ), 15, 16 
[Article: "More Than $2.8 Billion Projected in Foreign Aid"] 


[Excerpts] The governmen. has projected the amount of foreign eia or fiscal 
1980 at around $2.8 billion. In the proposed Financial Statement. ‘ National 
Budget for fiscal 1980, the amounts of program aid and project aic . fieral 
1979 were listed at $207 million and $?.25¢ billion. 


For fiscal 1980 the estimates for program aid and project aid are around 
$253 million and $2.57 billion. The total foreign aid for fiscal 1980 is 
therefore projected at more that $2.8 billion. 


For fiscal 1980 the value of non-oil export commodities is expected to in- 
crease by 12.1 percent over non-oil exports in fiscal 1979. It is estimated 
that the amount of non-oil exports in fiscal 1980 will total more than 

$6 billion. This information comes from the Proposed Financial Statement 
and Budget for fiscal 1.980 which was presented by the goverument to the 
Parliament on 7 Janua’y. 


The export estimates are based on the following assumptions: 


l. The competition in export commodities and the expansion of markets can 
be maintained during fiscal 1980. 


2. The policy of encouraging various industrial exports is expected to be 
further increased. 


According to the Financial Statement the value of non-oil exports for fiscal 
1979 is expected to reach $5.36] billion which is an increase of 34.7 percent 
or $1.382 billion over non-oil export income during fiscal 1978. The increase 
in the value of exports is due to the improved competition in export commo- 
dities and also to the expansion in the variety of commodities exported. 


The value of non-oil imports in fiscal 1978 totaled $7.543 billion while it 
is estimated that the value of imports in fiscal 1979 will reach $8.789 
billion which is an increase of 16.5 percent over the previous year. 
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The value of non-oil imports for fiscal 1980 will total $10.996 billion. 
This estimate is based on the following assumptions: 


l. The policy of providing relief as regards import taxes and other taxes 

on importe of raw materiale ie expected to have an effect on industrial 
devslopment in the country. With more industries using raw and supporting 
materials coming from imports, it is expected that the volume of imports will 
increase so that the value of imports during fiscal 1980 will be larger than 
the previous year. 


2. Even though the inflation rate in industrial countries can be relatively 
controlled, still the prices in effect will be quite high. This includes 
the commodities needed by Indonesia. So it is expected that the value of 
imports during fiscal 1980 will exceed the total for the previous year. 


3. During fiscal 1980 it is estimated that the cost of imports needed for 
basic projects will increase over fiscal 1979. Therefore even though other 
components don't change it is estimated that the value of non-oil imports 
for fiscal 1980 will increase with the increase in project aid imports. 


It is also estimated that duri-g fiscal 1980 the increase in oil] production 
will not be as large as in previous years. Even so, because of increases in 
the price of crude oil exports, which have occurred in stages, it is estimated 
that net income from oil including LNG [Liquified Natural Gas] during fiscal 
1980 will reach $7.25 billion. It is thought that this total will be an 
increase of $1.448 billion or 25 percent over last year. The estimate of 

net oil income is also based on the continuing increase of the LNG industry 
during the period. 
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PDL EXECUTIV® COUNCILS AGREE (0 UNITE 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 27 Dec 79 pp 1, 16 
[Article: "PDL Executive Councils Agree to Reunification") 


[Excerpts] Commander of Kopkamtib [Command for the Restoration of Security 
and Order) Admiral Sudomo said that efter holding discussions on several 
occasions, finally on the afternoon of 26 December, all PDI (Indonesian 
Democracy Party] executive councils [DPP] have agreed to reunification. 


Admiral Sudomo told this to the presse on the afternoon of 26 December at 
the Kopkamtib headquarters on Merdeka Barat Avenue in Jakarta after holding 
discussions for more than 3 hours with the DPP PDI. The DPP PDI members 

at the Kopkamtib commander's office were Sanusi Hardjadinata, Hardjantho §., 
Wignyo Sumarno, A. Wenas, Sabam Sirait, Sunawar Sukowati, Muhidin Nasution, 
Achmad Sukarmadidjaja and Moh Ienaeni. 


Admiral Sudomo added that the reunification of the PDI leadership was their 
own decision. And the next decision was that the reunified DPP PDI would 
hold its first meeting in January 1980. The meeting is intended to solve 
all the PDI problems and make preparations for its congress to be held in 
April 1980. 


In this relation the Kopkamtib commander specifically requested the PDI 
regional groups [DPD] to remain caim while awaiting the decisions to be 
made by the reunified PDI so that it might become a party united in carrying 
out its responsibilities .» accord with the intent of Ordinance No 3/1975 
which deals with political parties and functionar) groups. 


Anevering a question concerning the DPP PDI office on Diponegoro Street 
which is still sealed by the government, Sudomo said tuat it is true that 
the DPP office ie sealed and he has the keys. “Since the DPP PDI has agreed 
to reunification why haven't the keys been returned?" asked a reporter. 
"Well now I would return them to Sanusi and really ought to. But we will 
wait until the situation improves," Sudomo told the reporter. 








The spilt in the PDL actually began before the first congress was held on 
l2-13 April 1976 which was to “strengthen the fusion of the five parties 
together” and actueliy preceded the forming of the firet DPP PDI which was 
eet up by the congress, 


The seeds of division continued to develop and in the end produced what ts 
known as the “reshuffled” DPP PDI which was proclaimed by Achmad Sukarmadidjaja 
on 25 November 1977. In the reshuffle announcement which was signed by 

Muhidin Nasution, Notosukardjo, Pngr Anjar Siswoyo and Dr Adi Tagor the com 
position of the DPP PDI was listed as being composed of 29 members of which 
nine came from the former PNI [Indonesian National Party) group. These 

were to replace the former PNI members of the DPP PDI which was set up by 

the congress. 





with the reshuffle there emerged two DPP PDI because the PDI general chairman 
chosen by the congress said it was “business as usual for the legal DPP PDI." 
Meanwhile in the DPD PDI divisions occurred between supporters of the DPD PDI 
Sanusi/Usep and the DPD PDI Lenaeni/Sunawar. Finaily through intervention 

by the government 4 solution to the split was worked out in meetings held 

at the office of the State Intelligence Coordination Agency on 16 January 19786. 


In the composition of the new DPP PDI the PNI still had nine of the 29 mem- 
bers. These were Sanusi Hardjadinata, lenaeni, Sunawar Sukowati, Hardjanto, 
Usep Ranawidjaya, A. Madjid, Aberson, Adipranoto and Notosukardjo. 


But it seeme this effort at reunification of the DPP PDI did not lasc long 
because on 24 November 1978 General Chairman Sanusi Hardjadinata decided to 
relieve Ienaeni and Sunawar from their offices as chairmen with the accusation 
that they were the “source of the trouble.” This decision was made because 

of the continued forming of rival DPD and the failure to reach agreement on 
the congress committee formed in July 1978. 


The Sanusi decision only made the situation more unclear as he was then fired 
by DPP PDI general chairman Sunawar Sukowati 2 days later using as his 
authority his word that he was the DPP PDI executive officer. He replaced 
Sanusi with Lenaeni. 


At this point the situation again produced two DPP PDI, led by Sanusi/Usep 
and Isnaeni/Sunawar, until those four leaders were asked to resign by the 
all-DPD PDI Munas [national congress) held at Pandaan in February 1979. 


This a11-DPD PDI meeting, known as the Pandaan Munas also produced a new 
DPP PDI group led by Hardjanto and supported by several former PNI members 
along with elements from the former Parkindo [Indonesian Christian Party] 
and Catholic parties. 


Meanwhile as a reaction to the results of the Pandaan Munas the four leaders 
asked to resign initiated a “reunification” action on 1 March 1979. For the 
first time they met with elements of the former Murba, Murba Minus Parkindo 
and Catholic parties. 





Following the reconciiiation between Sanusi/Usep and lenaeni/Sunawar two 
additional groups emerged in the DPP PDL. This preceded the new group 
which wae formed on 15 December which calle iteelf the “Daily Executive 
Leadership” of the DPP PDI. Thie te headed by A.P. Batubara. 


lt was along with thie whole series of DPP PDI reconciliation efforts that 


Kopkamtib commander Admiral Sudomo held 4 series of meetings with the three 
groupe, namely the Sanuel group, the Hardjanto group and the Batubara group.

NAVAL OPERATION IN EAST INDONESLAN WATERS 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 10 Jan 80 pp i, 15 
[Article: “Operation Guruh in East Indonesian Waters") 


(Excerpts) On 9 January at Halong Pier in Ambon Vice Commander of the 
indonesian Armed Forces and Commander of the Command for Restoration of 
Security and Order Admiral Sudom officially dedicated the formation of 
Operation Guruh [Thunder]. At the same time, he appointed Major General 
Himawan Sutanto ae its commanding o:ficer. 


In his appointment charge Admiral Sudomo said that the launching of the 
special combined operation is an effort by the government to stop smuggling, 
fieh piracy and intrusions into the eastern part of Indonesia. According 
to Sudomo these violations all represent a challenge and threat to develop- 
ment and to the prestige of the government being related to our sovereignty. 


He said that Operation Guruh is an integral part of efforts to reorganize 
APRI fighting unite which we want to become unite that can react swiftly 
and can be moved anywhere in a short time. 


Sudomo also said that the operation is also intended to supply information 
for a research operation for the pucpose of organizing a system of defense 
which will be able to be used as a basis for expansion and physical develop- 
ment in the future. 


According to reports the operation will be launched in areas of the Sulawesi, 
Maluku, Banda and Arafuru Seas. These are areas under the authority of two 
Kowilhan [Defense Territorial Commands), namely Kowilhan II and Kowilhan III. 


There are six warships of a naval squadron in the operation. These are the 
KRI [literally Indonesian Ship] Ratulangi which will also serve as the 
command ship, three destroyer escorts, the KRI Yos Sudarso, KRI Ngurah Rai 
and KRI Pattiourre, « tanker the KRI Sorong and the mine sweeper the KRI Hiu. 
Also actively involved in the operation will be airplanes from the Indonesian 
Airforce. These are three OV-10 Bronco observer planes and one Albatros along 
with two Nomad patrol planes from the Indonesian Navy. Acting as daily 
executive officer of the operation will be the commander of region 9 First 
Admiral N. Subandi.

VICE PRESIDENT FAVORS FORMATION OF MILITIA 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 2 Jan 80 p 16 
[Article: "Vice President on Militia") 


[Excerpts] Vice President Adam Malik is urging tha: the program for a 
public militia, the laws for which have been prepared by the goverment, 
should be discussed immedirtely by the Parliament for quick passage into 
low. 


Adam Malik pointed out that to support a large regular army is a heavy bur- 
den on the national budget. “Full-time soldiers are expensive, especially 
for an island nation such as ours. Just stating figures, it would take at 
least two or three divisions just to station troops in Kalimantan and who 
could pay for that,” he said. 


Hankamrata (the defense and security concept with public participation in 
a total program) gust be a national responsibility, said Adam Malik while 
pointing to Switzerland as an example of a country which is defended by all 
its people who have received training. The national defense of a country 


depends on a strong economy, but it must be supported by its people who are 
trained to defend the country, he added. 


in an interview at the end of last year with SINAR HARAPAN the Vice President 
stressed again that all the people gust become soldiers in our defense and 
security system. "In my view, all the Indonesian people over 18 should 
serve as soldiers for a number of years. Then we could support a regular 
army of @uch emaller size which would be the nucleus and act as the trainers. 
So there would be the reguiar organized troops and the public masses which 
were trained which could then be called up th conscription into the 
military or be a national reserve," he said. 


f we only have regular troops, it will not only be a 
burden to the budget but could also become a psycological problem because 
a full-time army has the tendency to become a “new class," not because they 
want to, but because in the judgment of the public (who have never been in 

aK 


the army) they are seen superior to normal people.

REORGANIZATION OF DEFENSE DEPARTMENT TO BE DISCUSSED 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 9 Jan 80 p 1 
[Article: "Defense Department Reorganized") 


[Excerpts] The total reorganization of the Department of Defense and Security 
(Hankam), including the staff of the Republic of Indonesia Armed Forces 

[ABRI) with territorial divisions and Kodams [Military Regional Commands], 
will be discussed at the ABRI senior commanders meeting [rapim] to be held 

in March. Minister of Hankam and Commander of the Armed Forces Generel M. 
Jusuf said this today in Surabaya when closing the 20th rapim limited to 
Kowilhan [Defense Territorial Command) I1. 


The minister said that because the reorganization will require a large number 
of personnel, his department is considering the reactivation to the depart- 
ment of Hankam of those ABRI members who have been pensioned if they are 
still healthy, along with civilian employees. 


According to the minister there won't be any frustration in the armed forces 
in the future. 


In the upcoming rapim, the consolidation and unity of ABRI with the public 
will also be discussed alone with national unity, the clarification of 
Hankamrata [the Hankam concept of overall defense with total public parti- 
cipation]), the simplification and dual function of ABRI/Bhakti Operation 
{unified command operation]. 


The restationing of battle troops will also be discussed in the March rapim. 


Minister Jusuf said that with the increased department of Hankam budgct, 
50 new barracks for ABRI units will be built this year. 


He said that the 50 new barracks woula be equipped with drinking water and 
electricity. The army will get most of the barracks. According to the 
minister the designs and locations of the barracks will be determined by 
a team consisting of service staff officers and representatives from the 
department of Hankam. Brothers, sisters, families and relatives of the 
team will not be permitted to be construction contractors. 
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The minister added that in addition to wages, the daily food allowance of 
ABRL members will be raised from 500 to 750 rupiahs a day beginning in 
April 1980. In addition the supplementary food allowance which is presently 
90 rupiahs a day will be increased. The amount of the increase still hasn't 
been decided, Jusuf said. 


The minister said that the ABRI budget for this year totaling 1,334,593 million 
rupiahe, consists of the routine budget of 947,703 million rupiahs, the 
development budget of 250,000 million rupiahs and project aid worth $219 million 
This means the routine budget is up by 285 billion rupiahs, the development 
budget is up by 150 biliion rupiahs and project aid is up by $92 million, 


He said that in all its history this is the only time an ABRI budget has 
increased to such a degree. 


Minister Jusuf said that the strategic time to develop the ABRI 
he envisions, 18 now, not in the year 2000. 


He said, “I am not thinking about development strategy for the year 2000."

TREATMENT OF PKI CONSPIRATORS, CONDEMNED FELON CONTRASTED 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 8 Jan 80 p 5 


[Excerpts] Dr Subandrio, former deputy prime minister, was sentenced to 
death by the Special Military Tribunal in 1967. Up till now he is still 
languishing in jail at Nirbaya, Jakarta. In it, he performs religious 
duties assiduously. He knows the Koran almost by heart. He is fond of 
reading and writing. He has written three books on the late Sukarno for 
possible publication in the future. They are written in English, entitled 
"Sukarno As a Man,’ “Sukarno As a Friend” and “Sukarno As a Leader." He 
has also written his memoirs. Its title: "I Am Lucky." 


Why am I lucky? "I should have been executed the day after ex-Lieutenant 
Colonel Untung,” Subandrio explained. 


He was not put to death one day after Untung as planned. On the strength 
of requests from overseas, particularly Queen Elizabeth of Great Britain, 
his execution was postponed. 


Jusuf Muda Dalam, who was also sentenced to death by the Special Military 
Tribunal, died in Cimahi prison in 1976, due to tetanus disease. Omar 
Dhani, former commander of the Air Force, is still hale and spry today. 
Sjam Kamaruzaman, chairman of the PKI Special Bureau, who, according to 
Nugroho Notosusanto, was the top man to make the decision for the .aunch- 
ing of the communist movement on the morning of 1 October, is in perfect 
health today. So are the other PKI figures who were sentenced to death, 
suci. as Munir (All-Indonesia Federation of labor Organizations), Katno 
(People's Youth), Ruslan (President of Sout! Blitar) and several others. 


Now, Kusni Kadut, who has angered the police and other law enforcement 
authorities, is going to be executed. His request for pardon was turned 
down by the precident. 


Perhaps the hanging of Ali Bhutto in Pakistan was fair and just. Perhaps 
the decision of the Iranian Islamic Republic was fair and just. Perhaps 

the execution of Untung was fair and just. Perhaps the execution of 
Sudisman was fair and just. But on what basis is the decision against Kusni 
Kadut to be carried out, when it was not against the other convicted persons? 
A man of Dr Subandrio's caliber is great enough for the Queen of Britain to 
intercede. Who will speak out on behalf of Kusni Kadut? Kusni is getting 
old at 53. He is no longer the 28-year-old Kusni who shot Ali Bajened to 
death 25 years ago.

NATION IN FIRST PLACE IN USE OF BIRTH CONTROL PILLS 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 8 Jan 80 pp 1, 2 


(Excerpts] In national family planning program, Indonesia represents the 
first country in the world which has consumed 200 million contraceptive 
pills. "It's possible that the People's Republic of China, the most popu- 
lous country in the world, may have consumed more, but the available data 
indicates that only Indonesia has used ur that many pills,” Dr Haryono, 
Deputy Health Minister in charge of the Family Planning Program, told 
ANTARA NEWS AGENCY in Bandung Saturday. 


Dr Haryono pointed out that the use of oral birth control pills in 

Indonesia does not cause any side-effects as is the case among pill-users 

in America and other countries. This issue was discussed with U.S. Congress- 
man William Lehman who is at present visiting Indonesia. 


The U.S. congressman is making on-the-spot observations on various U.S.- 
aided projects, including family planning programs, in Indonesia. He brought 
up some questions concerning fears among pill-users in foreign countries, 
including the U.S., of its negative side-effects. 


In Indonesia the health conditions of repioductive-age women taking part in 
the national family planning program are different from foreign women, 
because Indonesian women neither drink nor smoke. 


Dr Haryonc explained that before being recommended to use the pill as a birth 
control device, Indonesian women must undergo a thorough medical examination, 
and the pill-users are given checkups every 3 to 6 months for any possible 
unfavorable symptoms. 


The medical checkup is meant to find out any signs of breast cancer, hepati- 
tis, high blood pressure, phlebitis, irregular menstruation or early cancer- 
ous symptoms. If any such symptom is found, the woman concerned is advised 
against taking the oral pill. 


He told the news agency that he is convinced that the national family plan- 


ning program will achieve its set objective in 1990, that is, a decrease in 
the birthrate of the Indonesian population to 20-22 persons per thousand. 
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wince the launching of the national fami.y planning program, we have suc- 
ceeded in lowering the birthrate from 43-44 per thousand to 30-33 per 
thousand. With the spread of the birth control program to the country- 
side, from 2,500 villages to 8,000 by 1980, we will reach our objective, 
said Dr Haryono.

CENGKARENG AIRPORT CONSTRUCTION PLANNED 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 28 Dec 79 pp 1, 2 


(Excerpts] The airport at Cengkareng, whose first-phase construction is 
expected to be completed in 1954, will be capable of accommodating 9 million 
passengers and 138,000 airplane movements annually, Abdullah, Public Rela- 
tions Chief of the Department of Communications, said yesterday. 


The Cengkareng airport will accommodate 9 million passengers--6.5 million 
domestic and 2.5 million international--in its terminal per year. It is 
planned that its cargo terminal will handle 135,000 tons per year, com- 
prising 95,000 tons of domestic goods and 40,000 tons of foreign goods. 


The second-phase construction of the airport, it is hoped, will be finished 
in 1957. By that time, its passenger terminal will be able to accommodate 
14.5 million persons per year or 5,000 passengers per hour during peak hours. 
Its cargo terminal will be able to handle 240,000 tons of goods per year, 
while its runways are expected to be capable of serving 168,000 airplane 
movements per year or 46 airplane movements per hour during peak hours. 


According to Abdullah, the airport runways will comprise a south runway 
which will be 3,660 meters long and a north runway of 3,050 meters in 
length. The two runways will cross at the 2,400 meter mark. 


The handling capacity of a take-off and landing system with runway and taxi- 
way exists in 37 airplane movements per hour for instrumental operations. 


According to estimates in 1985 air passenger traffic will total 8,968,000 
persons, composed of 6.48 million domestic passengers and 2,488 million 
international passengers. In the same year the total of goods to be handled 
will reach 95,100 tons of domestic goods and 38,700 tons of imported com- 
modities.

COUNCIL OF MINISTERS LSSUES ORDER ON FOREST CONSERVATION 
Vientiane KHAOSAN PATHET LAO in Lao 21 Feb 80 pp A 1-3 


[Text] On 18 February the Council of Ministers issued an order, the text 
of which is as follows: 


To: Provincial administrative committees, ministries and state forestry 
enterprises concerned with forestry activities during the 1430 dry season. 


It has been observed that all provinces, ministries, people and state enter- 
prises are deterninedly paying attention to the ta.« of forest conservation 
in order to score many achievements so as to do a good job of preserving 
and expanding resources in their localities. However, along with those good 
points, many areas and provinces still have many unfinished tasks from last 
year. In the area of providing guidance in the clearing of upland fields, 
things are still not being done well. Following the turn to agricultural 
cooperativization, there was a collective opportunism in clearing large 
forested areas to make upland fields and there has not been a very signi- 
ficant decrease in the plundering of forests. There has been little work 
done in the area of providing stable, fixed livelihoods for the ethnic 
nationalities. Afforestation has not yet become a true mass movement and 
it is felt that the localities are still not paying attention to leader- 
ship in replanting forest areas destrcved in the war along with the 
defoliated mountains; there are still no plans. Or, even worse, in the 
localities that have the conditions to plant, such as district towns, 
schools, main roads and others where there has been some conservation work 
in the forests, they are allowing the people to go cut firewood and clear 
forests to make upland fields. Moreover, in the search for and exploita- 
tion of forest products, attention has not been paid to conservation and 
expansion. Some state enterprises only have plans for exploitation; they 
do not have any conservation or reforestation plans. 


If we let this situation go on as it is now, in the not too distant future 
it is certain that it will have a very bad effect on our nation. Forest 
resources will have been completely eliminated, wildlife will become 
extinct. Previously, abundant forests covered an area of 91 million 
hectares; today, only 11 million hectares remain. If things continue to 
go in that direction, it is certain that forest resources will decrease 
and the environment in our country will change with negative effects on 
nature and a severe impact on the living standards of our multi-ethnic 
people both in the immediate future and over the long term. 
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Faced with this situation, the Council of Ministers transmits this order 
to all provinces, ministries, state forestry enterprises and people to 
be determined in conservation of forest resources and to plant trees in 
order to create forests, with duties as follows: 


l, Oryantze and guide the multt-ethnic population to build stable livell- 
hoods, determinedly expanding rice paddies to replace the upland fields 
primarily by paying attention to the question of irrigation. Along with 
that, guide them to making upland fields out of underbrush, absolutely 
avoiding the cutting down of virgin jungle to make upland fields. Guide 
them to make upland fields for rotating crops in a limited basis. Guide 
them to cultivate upland fields by plowing and digging, terracing and 
fertilizing. Should a locality possess the conditions, primarily that of 
water, it must make regular wet rice fields or else terraces. 


2. There must be methods of training, educating and absolutely forbidding 
the irrational buining of forests in all locations based on Council of 
Ministers Order No 66 and Regulation No 74 on forest conservation which 
was promulgated in 1979. People must be given guidance in the burning 

off of upland fields so as no. to let the ‘ires spread to the forests, 
most of all during the dry season. Responsible attention must be paid 
determinedly to effective mastery withia one's province and locality. 


3. Guide the people, state forestry enterprises and departments to become 

a movement to transplant seedlings and plant trees, devising ways to get 

the people, cadres, soldiers, students studying culture, specialized students 
and departments to plant trees to score achievements to hail the 25th anni- 
versary of the founding of the party and the 5th anniversary of the founding 
of the Lao People's Democratic Republic. The Council of Ministers resolu- 
tion makes | June, International Children » Day, national tree-planting 

day every year. Therefore, all locations wi.l effectively carry this out 
beginning in 1980. 


In order to accomplish this the provincial administrative committees, 
ministries and state eucerprises must organize ceremonies to open the 
mobilization movement and organize education and training on the importance 
of forests, do further training on Order No 66 and Forest Protection 
Regulation No 64. Along with such education and training, the forestry 
sectors in each area and province mist restore or build tree nurseries 

and distribute to people, students, military units and offices natural 
seedlings to plant. All forestry sectors, from top to bottom will provide 
guidance in the methods of harvesting, taking care of hardwood, and trans- 
planting the methods of bringing out and using natural seedlings and 
methods of planting trees. This will be by radio broadcasts or by sending 
technical documents to provide guidance in planting trees in the localities, 
and organizing agricultural cooperatives in their production areas. 


4, It is ordered that there be a temporary halt to the cutting of trees 
for sale. There shall be overall inspections and old logs previously 
felled, but left in the forests shall be towed out into the open spaces 
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S80 48 tv de 80.1.0 Tor export, Any province that does not haul out all ot 
the old logs in its ftorests is absolutely forbidden to tell new trees. The 
felling of trees shall be permitted only for the construction of factories 
to serve the state's and people's construction tasks, but this shall be 
based on detinite plans and indiscriminate telling of trees is forbidden. 


», Organize the exploitation of forest products, both in exploitation and 
conservation of each type. Along with this, for conservation of water 
wildlife and forest animals in the absence of a definitive Council of 
Ministers regulation, each province area should set its own provisional 
regulations for its jurisdiction, These regulations should consider 
principles and policies toward multi-ethnic farmers such as, hunting and 
fishing in ways that do not lead to extinction. Each province area should 
set regulations on what animals may be hunted and which should be absolutely 
on the forbidden list for hunting. However, going hand in hand with 
administrative measures, it is still necessary to use primarily political 
measures to train people, and to use economic measures along with them. 
For example, during months that the fish and animals spawn, breed and give 
birth it should be forbidden to use any type of hunting device. The 
provinces should issue provisional regulations beforehand. 





The task of conservation and expansion of forests is an important one. 
Therefore, the Council of Ministers hopes that all provinces and ministries 
will study this order and carry it through to realization. Where this 

is done in a give: location, that location should be reported to the 
Council of Ministers.

SUGAR OUTPUT UNDER ESTIMATE 
Islamabad THE MUSLIM in English 4 Mar 80 p 8 


[Text] Peshawar, March 3: Pakistan's sugar production at the end of the 
current sugarcane crushing season is around 332,000 tons against the total 
estimated requirement of the current year of 850,000 tons at the curtailed 
rationed quota now prevailing in the country. 


According to statistics made available here today, production of sugar 

from sugarbeet in the next beet crushing season would not be more than 
170,000 tons. The total production, both from sugarcane and sugarbeet 

this year, would, thus, be around 500,000 tons, leaving a gap of some 
350,000 tons which are to be imported if the supply of customers at the 
present rate of rationed quota is maintained. The gap would rise to 500,000 
tons if curtailed quota is abolished and the qiota is raised to precurb 
level, or if the product is released in the free market. 


The import bill of these 350,000 tons would be around 20 percent higher 

in the present world price level than the price level at which Pakistan 
imported sugar last time. In the last week of February, the sugar price 

in the international market was 520 dollars per ton at the lowest, 
although much higher rates were quoted in many individual cases. Morocco 
bought sugar at the rate of 704 dollars, Peru at 703 dollars. Syria at 688 
dollars and Bangladesh at 535 dollars. As against this, when Pakistan 
decided to import sugar the international rate was 220 dollars and it was 
430 dollars when the country actually imported it. However, considering 
the lowest international rate of 520 dollars at present to be static for 
some time to come, its imported price when landed at the centres of dis- 
tribution in the upcountry, would be around 550 dollars per ton, which is 
equal to Rs 6 per kil», about 25 percent more than the present retail price 
at the ration depots. As a result, if it is imported, the rate of rationed 
sugar has to be revised upward if a huge subsidy is to be provided. The 
total import bill would be then of the size of 200 million dollars of 

2,000 million rupees, although it is a different question whether Pakistan 
can afford to pay such a huge bill in foreign exchange. [as published] 


Province-wise production statistics also make a dismal picture in the 
current season. At the end of the current sugarcane crushing season, 15 
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sugar mills in the Punjab produced 126,000 tons as against last year's 
152,000 tons, while 13 mills in 1977-78 produced 338,000 tons. Sind, 
however, produced 10 percent more this year than last year. It is some 
80 percent less than the production of 1977-78. In absolute figures, 
Sind's production in the current season was 189,000 tons as against last 
year's 172,000 tons, while production in 1977-78 was 330,000 tons. 


Similarly in the NWFP, production at the end of the current season was 
17,000 tons. It was 67,000 tons last year and 120,000 tons in 1977-78.

[Article: "Western Media Propaganda About the Frontier and Baluchistan is 
Entirely Wrong"] 





[Text] In the face of Russian aggression, the people of these states too 
will share in defense efforts, says Mr Ycusuf Kattak. 


Former federal minister and a leader of the Frontier state Mr Yousuf Khattak 
has said that for the security and integrety of Pakistan, there should be no 
hesitation to make any sacrifice. He expressed his regrets about propaganda 
being made by Western news media that the weapons being given to Pakistan 
will be used in the Frontier state against the Pathans and in Baluchistan 
against the Baluchis. He said that fears of this kind are baseless and 
factually incorrect. He said that Frontier people and Baluchis are as 
patriotic as any other people living in other areas. He said the Pakistani 
people know how to defend their country in the face of Russian intervention 
in Afghanistan, and they will not hesitate to make any kindof sacrifice for 
this. 


Mr Yousaf Khattak appealed the Western media not to stir up this kind of 
fears. [He said] that protection of Pakistan is important not only for the 
people living in this country, but for the western countries as well. 

Shedding some light on the background of the Frontier state, Mr Yousaf Khattak 
said that the Pathans joined Pakistan after facing the most difficult situation. 
{He said] that the last viceroy of undivided India, Lord Mountbatten, was 
against the "Two Nation" theory, and did not even want the establishment 

of Pakistan. Besides that, there was in those days a Congress movement in 
power in the Frontier state. But the Pathans of the Frontier voted to be 

part of Pakistan in a referendum. Khattak said that some elements in the 
Frontier, who have support of foreign powers, have been busy in their anti- 
State activities, but the Pathans have never let them succeed in these. He 
said that in the wake of the Russian intervention in Afghanistan the eyes 

of those particular elements have opened wide. Seeing the way those hundreds 
of thousands of refugees come to Pakistan, patriotism among the Baluchis and 
Pathans has increased even more. He said that to defend the dearest country 
no effort will be spared.

AFGHAN REFUGEES SPREAD TO OTHER PARTS OF PAKISTAN

[Text) In the wake of Ru eia's strong measures in Afghanistan the number 
of Afghan people taking refuge in Pakistan has been increasing rapidly. 
According to recent government figures, their number has reached up to 
510,000. But this number is going to increase further, and the president 
of Pakistan has expressed the view that by the month of April the number 
could go up to 1 million people. 


To care for so many homeless people is not a small matter. It is true that 
western countries too are now sending relief materials. In addition to the 
U.N., the United States as well as Australia have announced that they are 
sending thousands of tons of wheat. But in spite of this international 
aid, responsibility for taking care of their Afghan brothers lies with 
Pakistanis as in the past. It is satisfying to note that in the special 
relief fund established by the president for this purpose, leaders from 
several places and other sympathetic peoples are participating. But Afghan 
refugees are not limited now to the camps in Baluchistan and frontier areas. 
in fact, their emall and big convoys have also arrived in the internal part 
of the country. Therefore, it has become essential to help them and care 
for them properly, although people from all over the country are [already] 
raising helping hands for the relief of these homeless brothers. 


In the face of seriousness of this problem, it has become necessary to help 
not only those living in the camps in Baluchistan and the frontier areas 

but also those who have been arriving in the internal part of the country in 
convoys. For this purpose, if relief committees are founded at district 
levels, and are incorporated with the central office [for relief], this 
important work can be completed in a better manner.

PHAYAO GOVERNOR INTERVIEWED ON CPT INSURGENCY 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 8 Oct 79 p 3 
[Interview with Mr Sanya Panlawatanawichai, Governor of Phayae Province] 


[Excerpt] [Question] It is said that the CT [Communist terrorist] situation 
in Phayae Province is one of the most serious and unstable of any province. 
How is that? 


[Answer] We must begin when the first CT incidents took place in Phayae 
Province in 1949, some 30 years ago. Then they were conducting armed 
operations quite openly. In 1963 they operared in hill tribe villages in 
Chiang Kham and Thoeng Districts. Later they expanded into parts of three 
mre districts, Pong, Chiang Muan, and Chun. 


As for the present CT area of operations and influence within Phayao Province, 
the bulk of their forces are located on [Mount] Doi Pachi in the area between 
the Pong and Chiang Muan Districts of Phayae Province and Nan Province. 
Intelligence reports say this area is the birthplace of the northern branch 
of the party. Other reports say that this is a center of party leadership, 
where important party members stay; Comrade Samanan (Charoen Wanngam), 

Wirat Angthawen, and Phayom Chulanon. At [Mount] Dei Chi there are four 
companies of CT's with a strength of more than 800; the 4th, 8th, 6th, 

and 305th Companies. Also among them are approximately 139 students. The 
CT area of operations in Phayao, Chiang Rai, and Nan Provinces is called 
Area 24. 


[Question] We had heard that there were some student leaders working in this 
area. 


[Answer] It was reported that Seksan had come here, but whether he is still 
here, we do not know. He comes and goes. We have learned that at present 
he is in the south in Nakhon Sritammarat Province working on the conditions 
for his surrender. I just don't know how he got there. We have heard that 
Thirayut Boonmi is in the north. Thoedphum is in Laos. Eh...when the 
Sino-Soviet rift developed, it seemed that the Soviets would retain the 
greater influence. Therefore, the pro-Chinese elements in Laos was heavily 
suppressed and fled intc Thailand. 
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There are eight provinces that border on Laos; Chiang Rai, Phayao, Nan, 
Uttaradit, Nong Khai, Nakhon Phanom, Ubon, and one other that I can't recall. 
The CT are active in all these border provinces. Wherever they are attacked, 
they just cross over [the border.) Therefore, I must be prepared to fight. 
There is no fighting at all now. Whenever we advance, they never satand fast. 
As can be seen, they attack construction sites from Thoeng to Chiang Khong. 


[Question] How may have died on the Thoeng-Chiang Khong Road? 


[Anewer] The Thoeng-Chiang Khong Strategic Zone is likely to be won only at 
great cost; there have been many deaths already. They certainly do not want 
to see construction completed and will resist by any means they can because 
it ie intolerably close to their lair. It runs right by it, in past Ban Pang 
Kha Village toward [Mount] Doi Luang and Doi Yae, and gives access to the 
entire area. The mountains around here are some ten kilometers long, unlike 
the central region, where two or three kilometers is considered a long way. 
But there have been none in my area because we are attempting to employ the 
Armed Psychological Operations teams. 


[Question] What form do the CT activities and mobilization efforts take in 
this area? 


[Answer) On 6 October 1976 there was CT propaganda and incitement here in 
Phayao. It was directed toward people living in the more remote areas, and 
was quite widespread. Sometimes they approached groups of farmers or poorer 
villagers. However, since 6 October 1976, there has been virtually no overt 
political activity, except for secret meetings with village leaders. There 
has been nothing that would be considered cause for alarm at all. 


Their method, you see, is to go in and talk and make contacts among the 
people, and at first just try to establish trust. When that is accomplished, 
they try very gradually to guide the people into feeling resentment or hatred 
toward the government or its operational units. Once they have turned the 
people against the government and its officials, they draw support from those 
people, get their help ‘a obtaining rations, in gathering intelligence, and 
in many other ways. 


For the most part, the CT conducts ambushes against officials. They will 
ambush a military or polict relief convoy, conduct a sneak attack on a 
government position, ambush a patrol, or block construction. The CT have 
blocked road construction very violently in Phayno Province especially. 

Since construction began on the Chiang Kham-Tha Wang Pha link, there have been 
26 separate incidents. 


If you officers go out to conduct psychological operations or whatever their 
duties may be, there are security leaks. The seriousness of the problem 

is because of the CT base on [Mount] Doi Pachi. It is their largest base 

in the area of Chiang Muan and Pong Districts adjoining Nan Province. 

They send personnel to Song District of Phrae Province and to Mae Sarouai 








District of Chiang Rai Province, Now, however, it would be very difficult 
to attack any of their bases, Before Phayao was established as a province, 
it might have happened, but not any more, 


[Question] What suppressive measures is the province taking? 


[Anewer}] Before I address that question, I want to talk about the form our 
work is taking. Formerly we had several training programs, but now they are 
all combined into the TVND (That Volunteers for National Defense). Before, 
numerous different names were used, such as village scouts but now all the 
different units are combined into the Thai Volunteers for National Defense 
in all regione and no other names are used and all are TVND. Thies is the 
policy of the 180C [Internal Security Operations Command] at the national 
level. which has now been established in the Phayao area. I am the Director 
of Defense, and suppression of communist terrorists is something I have done 
before. The period when I was in Buriram was a difficult one; that area 
borders on Kampuchea, and all the government agencies have to consult with 
the governor, for he must assume responsibility and take charge. If the 
bowels don't move or the bladder doesn't discharge, why, it's up to the 
governor. (Laughe.) 


My job is coordination. I attend one meeting after another. We radio each 
other all the time. These CT are in the mountains. Some of the Meo and Yao 
came here from the Northeast Region. Those who came in from Laos are just 
like us. The ones who trained at Hoa Binh, Vietnam and Sayaboury in Laos 
are Thais, both students and villagers, who crossed the border to go train. 
The methods of border-crossing are many. They may be picked up in groups and 
moved by vehicle to a certain point, then released to walk part of the way. 
Then it is determined what area of assignment each is suited for, and the 
people are sent out again. Some of them may return to work in their own 
villages, while others are sent to new areas, depending on the nature of their 
mission. 


Carrying out our work is a specialized combat force, the 4th Division. It 
is based in Chiang Kham District, and has as its area of operations both 
Chiang Rai and Phayao Provinces. We also have the 3rd Border Patrol Police 
Company, one Special Actions Unit belonging to the NPPH [expansion unknown] 
and one company of volunteers in each district in the infiltrated areas of 
Chiang Kham, Chiang Muan, and Pong Districts. 


Our work has met with a great deal of success. The 4th Division Task Force; 
the Police, the Special Actions Unit, and the volunteer companies and the 
ISOC have achieved real teamwork. We are active rather than passive. Once 
we find out [where the enemy is located], we strike immediately in force, 
and inflict heavy casualties. We send out ambush patrols, and are now to 
the point that we can destroy the enemy's strongholds. The CT here are 
unlike their counterparts in the south or northeast, where they are in the 
lowland plains. Here in the north, they stay on the mountains; if ever they 
come down from the mountains, they are ours.

For that reason the Thoeng-Chiang Khong road is being built right through 
the middle of their nest. Once the road ia finished, they are through. 
Even now we can easily send forces or supplies directly into the area, 


[Question}] How do weapons and equipment compare? 


|Anawer| I am proud of our weapons. We have both the 155 and 105 mm howitzers. 
My Border Patrol Police [BPP] have armored vehicles with antiaircraft machine- 
guns. Where one of their companies normally has 150 men, I have 800. When 
other BPP unite come here to study the terrain, I tell them that while I am 
surrounded by big guns, | am a long way from the BIG GUNS. When they are 
puzzled, I explain that although | have 105's and 155's all around, I am 

still 765 km from Bangkok. 


Now I'd like to talk about suppression of the CTs just a little more. Formerly 
there were reports of killings and torture. I do not do that. I bring them 

in and lecture and advise them, and if any of them want to turn themselves 

in, we are ready to receive them. We accept them and take them to the 4th 
Division. Those who rally to the governnent we take around to talk to govern- 
ment officials and to the people. By this means we bring persons with actual 
experience to state they were deceived and are not following the ideology. 


1 use leaflet drops, scattering the leaflets from aircraft. The leaflets 
invite them to surrender, and say that they will be welcomed with compassion. 
Once they come in, they are sent to Chiang Rainor Chiang Mai to the P.T.T. 
(Civilian, Police, and Military) unit, where they are questioned. There it is 
determined where they should be sent. All this takes a little time. Sometimes 
we do it Like this; we send in one of cur people to stay with them. He will 
say that he just turned himself in, although in reality he is one of our 
officers. He will become familiar with them and can ferret out their 

secrets. 


But as far as we know, the CTs who have surrendered are all sincere. There 
have been none who have returned to the CT; they come to us out of true 
conviction. 


[Question] In your view, what will be the result of the division into two 
factions? 


[Answer] When there is talk of splitting into groups or factions, I am 
certain that there must be an influx. It must come from Laos, because 

now in Laos there is a considerable suppression effort. It surely follows 
that there will be people fleeing across because our areas are adjacent to 
Laos. Last month I went with General Lek Naeomali, Minister of the Interior, 
to represent our government at a meeting in Laos. 


The Minister signed an agreement with a minister attached to the Premier's 
Office, Mr. What's-His-Name, I can't remember, For our part, we must submit 
it to the Cabinet for approval prior to implementation. There remain some 
details to be settled; the initial meeting dealt with the major points, such 
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as use of the Mekong and departure points for shipping. Laos ia no longer a 
base for or a supplier to the CT. Kaysone Phomvihane himself said ao, and 
at the time we visited, he said the suppression was in progress. 


[Question] We'd like to ask your views on the present activities of the 
atudents. 


[Anewer) I see no difficulty with the etudents now. They are sent in to 
make improvements, building schools and buildings and the like. They send 
an official around to survey the requirements first. Then, at the end of 
the school term, the students are sent out. Ordinarily they stay about a 
month and a half, and when the work is finished, they go back. They make 
such improvemer.te as the group from Chiang Mai University who built a bridge 
and a village building in Dong Chen Subdistrict. Whatever these student groups 
do, they leave when it is finished, and they always give notice before they 
come. When they are finished, the results are inspected as to whether the 
job was suitable and useful. We aid in financing their work as much as 
possible; I help them some. 
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
